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Olympic Bantf Ban Blamed on Bird Lovers 


ROME (UPI) — The Cana- 
dian Olympic Committee may 
sue a conservation organiza- 
tion because Banff lost out ‘on 
its bid to host the 1972 winter 
Olympics, a Canadian source 
said today. 

“We have proof that the 
Canadian Wildlife Association 
is subsidized by the Canadian 
government to the tune of 
$75,000 a- year. 

“We also are convinced that 
the association played a 
major role in persuading the 
International Olympic —*Com-. 
mittee that to hoki the games 
in Banff would endanger bird 
life,” the source said. 

Banff, which Tuesday lost 
Sut to Sapporo, Japan, for the 
winter games, had been 


favored to win by most 
observers at the international 
meeting here. IOC president 
Avery Brundage said that the 
Banff bid undoubtedly was 
hurt by the protest of bird 
lovers. 


The Canadian committee is 
seeking “‘tangible evidence to 
prove that the Canadian Wild- 
life Association either con- 


evidently 
torpedoed “Banff's chances,” 
the source said. 

He added that the com- 
mittee is “sure it will find the 
evidence.” 

The committee is “consider- 
ing bringing suit against the 
wildlife association for the 
total cost of Banff's campaign 


to win the bid,” the source 
said. This would. amount to 
“several hundreds of -thou- 
sands of dollars, including the 
money expended in Banff's 
two previous bids.”
